Troops  are  billet¬ 
ed  in  the  wall  of  the  defensive  perimeter  with  each  CIDG  Company  having  a  reepon- 
eibility  o"  dof-.iir;*  of  ftj  .r. .  o  i  ,;V  cl. -.o;  ;  it  ;i  of :  fhe  defense  porineter,'  All 
basic  TOE  weapons  are  in  defensive  positions  at  all  times, 

d.  Intelligence  Reports  of  Impending  Attacki  Indications  of  a  large 
VC  initiated  ground  attack  wer^.-  observed  in  oreparation  in  Loc  Ninh  District 
since  mid  September  1967.  In  early  October  1967  the  time  of  the  suspected 
attack  TOs  deterraned  to  be  uetv.xen  22  and  30  November  196? ,  'Most  of  the 
indications  arrived  from  raiF  Agent  Reports,  VR's,  SPARS  and  observations  by 
Special  Forces  operations.  The  only  surprise  was  the  actual  extent  and 
duration  of  the  attack.  There  v;ere  no  indications  that  a  prolonged  and 
fanatical  attempt  would  be  made  against  targets  in  Loc  Ninh,  The  272d  Regt, 
which  participated  in  part  in  the  Loc  Ninh  attack  had  been  located  in  the  Bu 
Dlah  Secret  Zone  Area  since  early  July,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  south¬ 
erly  movement,  remained  continually  in  this  general  area.  The  273i  Regiment 
was  noticed  to  have  moved  North  from  its  previous  position  in  War  Zone  "C"  to 
a  position  near  Dong  Xoal  in  mid  August.  It  was  then  noticed  to  have  moved 
farther  North  and  finally,  on*,  week  prior  to  the  Loc  Ninh  attack,  it  crossed 
the  Song  Be  and  moved  to  a  -.virition  Northwest  of  Loc  Ninh  and  became  the 
initial  and  primary  Vf  orota  oniat  at  Loc  Ninh.  The  l65th  Regiment  had  been 
in  the  fishhook  area  sinct  1  August  1967  attack  at  Tong  Le  Chon  and  was 
believed  to  have  moved  ruj'ther  northeast  into  Loc  Ninh  District  In  early 
November  1967.  One,  and  possibly  two,  battalions  from  the  l65th  Regiment  parti* 
clp^ted  in  attacks  on  Lee  Minb  following  the  initial  29,  October  attack',.  The 

8UA  Artillery  Regiment  was  believed  to  have  moved  its  participating  elements 
into  northwest  Phuoc  Long  in  r;id  October  1967  while  the  llilst  Regiment  is  not 
believed  to  have  moved  an;v  sub-ctpjitial  units  into  the  battle  area,  though 
personnel  from  the  iLlst  Regiment,  may  have  been  assigned  to  other  attacking 
units  (captured  document'  indl  ftto  a  few  KIA  were  from  lUlst  Regimert),  The 
headquarters  supervising  tr, s  attack  appeared  to  be  the  9th  VC  Division  Head¬ 
quarters  that  moved  from  a  position  in  War  Zone  D  when  the  273d  Regiment  moved 
North  and  entered  Loc  lijnh  in  latter  September  1967,  when  Intelligence  identifl«d 
e'rt.cnsive  coordination  bc.tv:o-j:i  elements  of  the  participating  Regiments  at  CT 
9's  location.  All  the  abo’-'t-  Littlligence  was  knov.*n  prior  to  the  attack.

(li)  Rod  Haze. 

In  the  past  tm  (2)  months  2  image  interpretation  requests 
wore  made  of  portions  of  Loc  Ninh  aroa.  One  request  was  a  CICV  readout  which 
has  not  been  received  yet.  On  11  October  a  Rod  Haze  rot  uost  was  submitted  and 
flown  with  some  results,  and  a  non-requostod  Red  Haze  i-iission  floi'm  in  October, 
produced  the  following;  6  firesites  in  junglu  and  3  late  burning  fires  in 
villages • 

(5)  Aerial  reconnaissance  missions. 

At  least  one  VR  was  flown  daily  over  Loc  Ninh’s  TAOR  by  5th 
/iRVM  Division  FAC's  (USAF  attachments).  In  addition  t<}  those  normal  VR's, 

Phuoc  Vinh  AO's  flow  3“h  VR's  weekly  owjr  Loc  Hinli's  TAOR  during  October  1967, 
as  did  1st  US  division  AO's  who  flew  VR's  ’xjriodicaly,  CICV  II  readouts  on 
Loc  Ninh's  TAOR  wore  also  forwarded  to  Loc  Ninh  during  Soptombor  and  October 
1967. 

'  (6)  B-52  Strikes;  Ho  B-52  strikes  woro  requested  prior  to  the 

attack, 

f.  Status  of  Camp  Logistics:  There  woro  no  significant  shortages 
of  critical  items  ( amnunition,  weapons,  rations,  comr.iunications)  at  Camp  Loc 
Ninh  at  the  time  of  the  attack.  The  below  listed  items  were  requested  and 
resupplied  to  Camp  Loc  Ninh  on  an  "as  required  basis"  during  the  period  of 
and  following  the  attacks  on  the  Camp,

3.  (C)  Norrativo  doocrinticn  of  attacks 

a.  At  approx  290115  hrs  Oct  196?  the  Sub-Soctor  Compound  North  of 
L)c  Klrih  XU  73l|OB6  bogan  rocQivin{;;  82i!Trii  '.nortar  and  hoavy  snail  aims  and  auto¬ 
matic  weapons  firo  from  tho  IJortH'fost,  At  290125  Camp  Loc  Ninh  (Dot  A-331) 

-nd  Hon  Ouan  bogan  rocolvj.ng  mortar  firo  in  and  around  tho  compound,  Loc 

1  inli  rocolvod  continuous  hoav:*  ntortor  fire  until  anproxlmataly  290250  hrs  Oct 
67  at  which  time  it  became  sporadic.  Hon  Ouan  did  not  havo  ary  rounds  land 
insido  tho  Special  Forcos  compound.  Prom  the  initial  hoavy  mortar  attack 
at  290105,  Loc  Ninh  Special  Forces  Camp  Dot  A-331  recoivod  approx  12  rounds 
insido  tho  compound  with  5  rounds  landing  in  tho  vicinity  of  tho  gate  to  the 
coup,  Detwoon  200125  Hon  Qunn  recoivod  approximately  60  rounds  of  82inm  mortars, 
and  at  200220  tho  Provinco  Chiefs  I'jtuso  was  tho  tragot  for  souq  8-12  57RR 
rounds.  Loc  Ninh  continued  to  reculvo  sporadic  mortar  firo  until  200535,  At 
290115  tho  VC  nttnc):od  tho  Sub-Suctj:-  IIP/PF  compound  XU  73U068  with  coordln- 
atod  mortar  and  ground  attack,  and  at  290220  it  was  raportod  that  VC  were  in 
the  compound  but  could  not  be  confirmed  by  US  until0520  at  which  time  it  was 
confirmod  that  one  US  RF/PF  Advisor  and  District  Chief  wore  in  tho  Command 
■lunkor  within  tho  compound, 

b.  During  tho  period  290115-290530  an  estimated  DattaHon  of  the 
273d  VC  Regiment  supported  by  tho  Bi^th  VC  jkrtillery  Battalion  attacked 
camp  of  Lee  NLrdi  with  mortar,  rocket,  heavy  machine  I'^xn  and  small  arms  firei 
Soe  Incl  3  Overlay,  It  is  estimated  that  the  camp  received  one  hundred 
ei;-;hty  (180)  82mm  and  120fflm  mortar  rounds  and  fiftocn  (15)  RFG-liO  rounds, 

Thu  Camp  wont  on  full  alort  at  290115  and  Forvrard  Air  ControllHTS,  Spooky, 

Tight  Fire  teams  and  tactical  air  cu jport  were  on  station  within  fifteen 
linutes  and  woro  continually  supporting  Loc  Hinli  throughout  tho  night  and 
remained  until  the  anany  broke  contact  at  approximately  290520,  At  this 
titiio  Dot  A-331  Loc  Ninh  launched  a  tvio  company  (CIDO)  operation  to  rolievo 
tlio  RF/PF  compound,  291600  tho  RF/PF  comooimd  had  boon  secured  and  all 
7C  expo  Hod, 

c.  Loc  Ninh  had  an  operation  in  tho  field  during  the  attack  and  made 
significant  contact  resulting  in23VCANTA  KIA, 

d.  After  the  attack  ceased  at  290530  tho  Special  Forces  Camp  at  Loc 
Ninh  ivtimodiatoly  began  improving  tlioir  dofonsive  posture  and  at  310050  they 
wore  again  attacked  by  an  estimated  two  Battalions  of  the  273d  VC  Regiment 
suijported  by  tho  8Uth  VC  Artillerj'’  Battalion  see  Incl  3,  It  is  estimated 
that  the  camp  rocoivod  200  rounds  of  82riim  h  120inm  mortar  and  18  rounds  of 
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/if ter  Action  Report  of  Assault  on  Loc  Ninh  -  29  Oct  -  Nov  67  (U) 

122™  Rodcot,  Additionally  tho  cariip  received  RPG-i*0  and  R0P-7V  aid  rocoilcss 
rifle  fire  of  undetermined  caliber*  An  estimated  VC  Battallion  attoii^rbed  to 
mass  assault  the  camp  but  the  attack  was  broken  up  and  the  VC  routed  by 
coordinated  camp  defensive  fires  and  tactical  air  strikes^  which  pinned  down 
the  enemy  and  annihilated  him*  At  first  light  tho  enemy  withdrew  to  the  North* 
North  East  and  Northwest*  At  010200  Nov  67  Comp  Loc  Ninh  received  approxLmatly 
ton  (lO)  82ram  mortar  rounds  which  is  believed  to  have  been  suppressive  fires 
to  allow  him  to  recover  his  dead  and  wounded  from  tho  battlefield*  Contact 
was  light  and  sporadic  until  020030  Nov  67  when  the  eneny  again  attenq^ted  to 
assault  Loc  Ninh  by  placing  heavy  122rnm  Rocket  fire  on  the  camp  and  attenpted 
to  mass  a  Battalion  for  an  obvious  "last  ditch”  effort  to  overrun  tho  camp* 
Again  the  attack  was  broken  up  and  repelled  by  the  camps  withering  defensive 
fires  and  exceptionally  well  placed  Air  strikes*  After  the  final  Air  sortie 
tho  enony  was  seen  fleeing  in  a  disorganized  manner  in  all  dix^jctions* 

Sporadic  contact  was  maintained  until  dawn,  presumably  to  allow  the  enemy  to 
withdraw*

Approximately  9  NVA  battallions  were  believed  to  have  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  Loc  Ninh  attack  from  29  October  67  -  Oli  November  67.  Those 
units  were*  3  Battallions  from  273tl  ^''egiment  believed  located  to  West  of 
Loc  Ninh*  1  Battallion  ofShk  Artillery  Regiment  deployed  around  Loc  Ninh, 

1-2  Battallions  of  l65th  Regiment  located  Southwest  of  loc  Ninh.  2-3  Brtt- 
alions  of  272d  Regirwnt  located  East  of  Loc  Ninh,  Battalion  (-)  of  Ihlst 
Rogincnt  co-locatcd  with  other  participatini’  units.  One  heavy  weapons 
Battalion,  CT  9  (AA  aid  mortars).  Eadi  battalion,  except  for  heavy  weapons 
battalion;  is  believed  to  have  had  approx  300-li00  men  aid  to  have  been 
slightly  undorstrength,  Tho  heavy  weapons  battalion  organicly  has  loss  men 
than  an  Infantry  Bn, 

(2)  ’Ifenpons. 

Each  Infantry  Battalion  was  TOScE  oquipod  with  the  usual 
Chicom/Soviot  small  arms  and  crew  served  weapons.  In  addition,  the  8iiA 
Artillery  Regiment  provided  120mm  mortars  and  122mm  Rockets,  One  surface 
to  air  missile  was  sighted  by  2  US  FAC's  being  fired  and  exploding  in  the 
air.  Missile  was  fired  from  an  area  approximately  8  Km  West  of  loc  Ninh, 

(3)  Tactics 

No  now  tactics  were  ojiplpyed  by  the  eneny.  The  usual  heavy 
mortar  attack  followed  by  ground  attacks,  some  from  more  than  one  direc¬ 
tion  was  usually  preceded  by  squad  size  sapper  units,  A  large  attack  hod 
several  waves  and  at  least  3  full  scale  attacks  were  launched  during  the 
heaviest  fighting.  Usually  tho  lost  offensive  effort,  piior  to  breaking 
contact,  was  a  ruse  for  a  body  recovery  operation.  Most  attacks  began 
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"bout  0030  on';  xi?as  concluded  at  dawn,  with  scattered  sniping  in  the  oardy 
uorning  vjhilo  most  of  the  attacking  force  withdrew.  Attackers  began  mov¬ 
ing  to  their  attack  positions  after  dusk  and  arrived  in  position  at  about 
2100  hours.  Ch-ound  attacks  would  follow  quickly  after  initial  mortaring 
md  mortaring  wcmld  continue  between  ijpound  attacks.  Pilots  noticed 
heavier  than  usual  iUi  fore  surrounding  tho  target.  Some  of  this  firo  came 
frora  $0  Cal  typo  MG's,  some  mounted  as  quads,  Tho  AA  firo  was  not  effective, 
but  it  did  roquiro  extensive  suppressing  firo  that  was  diverted  from  othor 
targets,  HR  and  AA  weapons  were  employed  from  civilian  homes,  especially 
riiulti-*3tor;y  structures,  ,Tho  only  penetration  made  was  of  tho  .RP  Compound 
on  29  October  1967,

b,  Car.ip  Response; 

(1)  Discipline  of  CIDG  and  USSF  troops  in  contact  was  outstand¬ 
ing.  As  a  result  of  periodic  practice  alerts  every  one  know  exactly  where  to 
[io  and  i.'hat  was  to  bo  done, 

(2)  USSF,  CIDG,  LLDB  and  Cotni.iandcrs  wore  with  their  assigned 
units  through  out  tlie  attack  and  shifted  positions  to  assist  wherever  and 
whenever  needed.  The  USSF  Det  CO  was  initially  in  the  Co.iiio  bunker.  After 
submitting  required  reports  to  higher  headquarters  he  moved  to  the  pori- 
aetur  to  C.jntrol  and  direct  tho  defense  of  the  camp.  The  executive  Officer 
’.ja.s  positioned  whore  he  was  needed  and  assisted  in  continually  resupnlying 
t}ic  p»,riiajter  witli  aiiiounition  and  aiding  in  tho  treating  and  evacuation  of 
the  dead  and  wounded.  The  team  S^.t  was  cveryi-jhere  and  continuously  moved 
from  positj.on  to  position  on  the  perimeter,  offering  encouragement  and 
renssuranc-e  to  the  troops  and  rc.ndered  necessary  reports  to  th..  detachment 
aoi.ii, lender .  Tho  team  Medic  was  on  the  defensive  periiroter  treating  the 
eoundoci  and  in  the  medical  bunker,  Weapons  men  were  with  the  .lortnr  crews 
and  on  the  poriirutor  wherever  they  wore  needed.  Team  members  were  all 

h  eroically  active  ond  wore  cr.coptionally  -h'fecitve  in  keeoin;;  the  defense 
,f  the  coiTip  organised.  Individual  acts  of  heroism  are  to  nuncroua’ ‘td  ' 
rention  in  this  report  hovievor  every  US  Team  ..lember  has  boon  rccommertacd 
for  a  val  irous  award, 

(3)  Cintingcncjr  plans  in  effect  included  the  Comp  Ibfense  Plan 
ft-  Camp  Alert  Plan. 

(ii)  Effoctivenkoss  of  Communications 

(a)  Internal;  Internal  communications  -within  tho  camp 
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(b)  Eictornali  Communications  to  hlyhor  Hqs  was  oxcellont 
oven  thoUi:;h  outside  antennae  had  boon  dostroyod.  Upon  discovery  of  out- 
sldo  nntonnaa  being  dostroyod  coraio  was  liinnodlntaJy  rof;nlnod  by  switch¬ 
ing  to  tho  \mderground  emergency  antennoo, 

(5)  Requests  for  support  and  response  by  higher  headquartora* 

(a)  Floraships  and  Spooky  vraro  on  station  within  25  mi¬ 
nutes  and  remained  on  station  as  required , 

(b)  FAC,  Air  and  Arty  support  was  outstanding  ond  imnadiatoly 

responsive • 

(c)  No  requests  wore  msu3o  for  reactionary  forces,  howevor 
Ist  US  Infantry  Di^^dion  units  started  air  lifting  into  Loc  Ninh  on  the 
30th  of  October  6?  to  reinforce. 

(d)  Logistical  supi>ortt  Logistical  support  was  outstanding 
in  all  respects,  Iloquesta  to  higher  Hqs  £ar  supplies  and  equipment  wore 
honored  i..j.iediato3y. 

(o)  Madical  .Evacuation:  Aside  from  having  to  wait  until 
first  light  duo  to  the  combat  situation,  modical  evacuation  was  outst¬ 
anding. 


(6)  Reporting  Procoduros:  All  reports  rondorocl  as  nor  SOP  and 
as  required  or  dictated  by  tho  situation.  No  problems  wore  oncountorod. 

(7)  All  deserving  personnel  have  boon  rocoraraonded  for  awards  of 
valor.

U,  Enory  Withdrawal 

a.  Pursuit  of  oneny  oxcopt  for  tho  Initial  relief  of  tha  RP/PF 
coTopound  by  CIDl  troops  from  tho  Spocinl  Forces  Camp  at  loc  Nlnh  was 
neconqjlishod  by  the  1st  US  Infantry  Division  in  multiple  directions  around 
Loc  Ninh,  Reports  ware  recoivod  that  tho  enemy  was  floeinf,'  in  mary  directions 
and  in  a  disorganized  manner .  Initially  tho  onony  withdrew  west  however 
heavy  contact  with  US  &  CIDG  units  caused  them  t ;  divert  and  withdraw  North, 
North '^ast  and  East  in  dn  size  oleraents.  A  survey  of  trail  networks  indicate 
tho  enemy  withdrew  in  Bn  or  larger  sizo  units  primarily  Norths  "ist  toward  tho 
Cambodian  Uordor  and  Uast  to  tho  UU  DiMH' Secret  Zone,  . 

b,  Knotty  covering  forcos  did  not  appear  tc  be  organized  or  woll 
planned,  possibly  bocauso  they  expected  o  victory  rather  than  a  defoat. 
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c,  Eifecit*  of  friendly  reactlonMTy  forces  tactical  Air  and  Artillery 
On  dnsmy  withdrawal  I  Tactical  Air  Support,  Artillery  Support  and  reactianwe^ 
forces  were  highly  effective  In  diaorganiilng  and  destroying  the  enemys  capability 
to  mass.  The  most  noteworthy  examples  of  effactlve  air  support  were  the  four  (J  ) 
attacks  against  the  Special  Forces  Camp  that  were  broken  up  primarily  with  the 
aid  of  extremely  accurate  and  continual  Tactical  Air  Support  using  20ninj  I»  CBU,

e*  Disposition  of  snemy  dead  end  woundedi  Jii  least  1,000  enemy  deed 
were  left  on  the  bffittlefleLd  with  the  resnelnder  of  the  dead  cad  wounded  being 
evacuated.  Refugees  from  ILoc  Nlnh  Bdstrlet  reported  being  foreed  ta  '-'ry  "mony" 
VC  aead.  It  is  believed  that  most  of  the  dead  were  burled  In  rear  eeterably 
aiees,  Evacuated  wounded  were  believed  taken  to  various  aid  stations,  posalbla 
using  hontagnard  conarlpted  llttsr  bearers,  who  ware  in  turn  taken  to  ?  osoitals 
in  the  Bu  Wnh  Secret  Zone,  Bouthwest  to  Tay  Nlnh  Province  or  across  the 
border  to  Cambodia.
